T h e appellate cour t of Indiana 
feas decided the case 
of 
Ro&ina 
Haller vs. the Woodmen of the 
W or ld, 
appealed 
to 
that 
cour t 
fr om Evansville, Ind. 
Jacob Haller was a member of 
W h ite O ak cump No. 26, W o o d ­ 
men 
of 
the 
Wor ld, Evansville, 
Ind., and his wife held a $i,o<X) 
beneficiar y 
cer tificate 
upon 
his 


life. 
In November , 1897, while H al­ 
ler was at wor k in his shoe shop in 
the 
wester n par t of the city of 
Evansville, his wife, Rosina, ap­ 
plied to the Vander bur g cir cuit 
cir cuit cour t for a divor ce fr om 
him, 
and 
secur ed 
a 
r estr ain­ 
in g or der , for bidding him r etur n- 


in g to the home. 
T h e wr it was ser ved by the sher ­ 
iff at the shoe shop about 6 o ’ clock 
the evening of November 7» 
Haller disappear ed a»d was seen 
no mor e after that evening until he 
was found some thr ee days later , 
dr owned 
in 
Pigeon 
cr eek, in a 
woods, a quar ter of a mile fr om 
any public str eet or place. 
His wife claimed the |i,ooo, but 
the Sover eign camp r efused to pay 
the claim, upon the gr ound that 
Haller had committed suicide, and 
after consider able delay, the case 
was br ought to tr ial in Evansville, 
Ind., in A pr il, 1898. 
T h e Sover eign camp employed 
Sov. Char les L. W edding, a pr om­ 
inent lawyer of Evansville, to de­ 
fend the case. 
The divor ce suit 
and its incidents wer e shown, the 
disappear ance of Haller was tr ack­ 
ed into Pigeon cr eek, and his hat 
was found on the bank near by. 
T he W oodmen of the W or ld insti- 
r tuted a dihgent sear ch for him, 
and 
after consider able delay the 
body was found in Pigeon cr eek, 
not far aw ay fr om the tr acks and 
fr om the hat. 
Ther e 
was 
no 
indication 
of 
violence, and ther e was no pos­ 
sible 
explanation 
of 
his 
being 
dr owned in Pigeon cr eek at the 
place except suicide. 
These facts 
wer e all pr esented to the jur y, and 
the case was conducted by Sov. 
W ed din g with car e and skill, yet 
the jur y totally 
disr egar ded the 
evidence and found as a matter of 
fact that Haller did not commit 
suicide. 
The sover eign camp dir ected its 
attor ney to appeal the case to the 
appellate cour t of Indiana, which 
was done, and in due time came 
up for consider ation in that cour t. 
The cour t r eviewed the evidence 
and facts as stated above, and held 
that the evidence established sui­ 
cide ; that ther e was no other ex­ 
planation to the facts; that the 
jur y had disr egar ded the evidence, 
and ther efor e the judgment of the 
cour t below was set aside as being 
contr ar y to the law and the evi­ 
dence. 
Ther e 
wer e 
numer ous 
other 
er r or s r elied upon in the appeal as 
to r ulings upon the evidence and 
the 
giving of 
instr uctions, 
but 
none of these wer e consider ed by 
the cour t, it being held that the 
case should be r ever sed upon the 
evidence 
independently 
of 
the 
other matter s r elied upon. 
This sends the case back to the 
Vander bur gh cir cuit 
cour t, 
and 
unless some r adical change can be 
made in the facts, which is har dly 
conceivable, the case must be de­ 
cided, if tr ied again, in har mony 
with the decision of the appellate 
cour t.
